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REMARKS 

Claims 8 # 9, and 31-52 are pending. Claims 1-7 and 10-30 
have been canceled pursuant to their withdrawal from 
consideration under 37 CF.R. §1. 142(b), without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Also, claims 8 and 9 have been amended and claims 
31-52 have been added. 

In the action mailed August 8, 2005, claim 8 was rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,442,700 to Cooper (hereinafter "Cooper"). 

Claim 8 relates to a method of transitioning a processor 
from one operating mode to a second operating mode. The method 
includes flushing a first portion of a cache in a first stage, 
disabling the first portion, flushing a second portion of the 
cache in a second stage, transitioning the processor from the 
one operating mode to the second operating mode, and enabling 
the disabled portions of the cache. The processor is available 
between the first stage and the second stage 

Cooper neither describes nor suggests flushing a first 
portion of a cache in a first stage and flushing a second 
portion in a second stage, much less that the processor is 
available between the stages. 

Rather, Cooper appears to describe a single unitary cache 
flush. See Cooper, col* 16, line 6-11.. There is no mention of 
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different portions of a cache or cache flushing stages in 
Cooper, much less processor availability between stages. 

Since elements and/or limitations of claim 8 are neither 
described nor suggested by Cooper, claim 8 is not anticipated by 
Cooper. Accordingly applicant requests that the rejections of 
claim 8 and the claims dependent therefrom be withdrawn. 

New independent claim 41 and the claims dependent therefrom 
are allowable on analogous grounds. 

Applicant asks that all claims be allowed. No fees are 
believed due at this time.
